At* 
our Baptist brethren better Greek 
scholars than these men f More than 
nine- tenths of the learned are not Bap- 
tists. Are they all ujpocrlts* r Or 
posalblr doe* Baptism mean eemelbina; 
else than Immersion T The Bible must 
decide, you say. 

The statement made about the 
writers in question is altogether 
false. Several ot them were 
pronounced believers in immer- 
sion ; and Dr. Robinson, in late 
writings distinctly states tbat he 
believed that tbe Oriental 
ohorcb retained the original 
mode of baptism, which was trine 
immersion. There are few able 
scholars who do not believe id 
immersion ; but while they be- 
lieve in immersion, they believe 
also that pouring or sprinkling 
will answer the purpose, and, 
therefore, do not practice what 
they regard as a severer mode 
while a milder will do. 

Robinson, in his Greek and 
English lexicon, in defining the 
word Baptize, says it is "frequent 
ative in form," [denotes repeated 
actions,] and in a note adds, 
"Greek writers from Plato on 
used Baptizo, everywhere, to 
eink, to immerse, to overwhelm 
either wholly or partially." This 
is not only the opinion ot all 
honest and able scholar*, but it 
is a taut. Robinson does not 
give it as an opinion ot his, but 
aa an, undeniable truth. 

It is simply folly for any man 
to undertake to establish any 
other mode of baptism thau im- 
mersion by the testimony or the 
greatest number of able writers 
of all ages, because the great 
majority have not only believed 
in immersion as baptism, but 
wrote iu favor of it; yet every 
■emiomt man that wrote in favor 
ot it did not nractee it, or have 
baptism repeated in his own 
case. Many ot them were bap- 
tized by pouring in iu fancy, and 
they could never pursuade them- 
selves that it would not suffice. 

Bishop Beveridge wrote in 
favor ot trine immersion, yet he 
was never baptized in tbat mode ; 
and he yet declared that trine im- 
mersion was ''the general prac- 
tice of all antiquity," but he did 
■mi lollow it. 

Tbe Pope of Rome made 
sprinkling legal baptism — we 
ohooie t* follow Christ who gave 
the Churcb trine immersion. 

Baptizo means dipped, over- 
whelmed or plunged in water or 
a liquid, and to say that it does 
not mean immersion, is tbs same 
as saying that the word "God 1 
means the devil.
